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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14 and 53-54, drawn to a method for synthesizing a biological (nucleic 
acid) probe array, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 15-41, drawn to an apparatus having a probe array substrate receiving 
source light through optical elements, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

III. Claim 42, drawn to an apparatus having a plurality of optical fibers or optical 
fiber bundles to addressably switch to a substrate, classified in class 385, subclass 
115. 

IV. Claim 43-52, drawn to a computer and method for specific data processing 
information to a biological environment, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be used in a number of materially 
different processes, such as physically different sources, gates, and/or probes. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
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separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has a separate, patentably distinct, utility such 
as use with a plurality of optical fibers or optical fiber bundles. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility such as in computer 
programs for specific data processing in memory environments. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has a separate, patentably distinct, utility such 
as use with a plurality of optical fibers or optical fiber bundles. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

6. Inventions II and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility such as in computer 
programs for specific data processing in memory environments. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility such as in computer 
programs for specific data processing in memory environments. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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9. Claim 15 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
claims 16-20 (different light source), 21-23 (different optical transfer element), 24-28 (different 
gates), and 29-31 (different probe). Applicant is required to select one claim of each of the 
previously indicated groups. If the generic claim is held to be allowable over the relevant prior 
art, the non-elected species will be rejoined at allowance. Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of each set, even though this requirement is 
traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

10. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
